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Origami has been a hobby of mine for over three years. It has 
given me great thrills because the product of my work is always 
realistic and tangible, 1 don't mean to say that it is I who make 
the models so Benutifol, but books on the subject have been written 
sa that with just a little experience one cen easily make intricate 
models, 

For those of you who don't know, origami (pronounced or-i-ga-m'é) 
is a Japanese word which means paper-folding. Thus, it is quite 
obvious that when one speaks of origami, one is speaking about folding 
paper into certain forms which represent certain objects. Some af the 
most common models are birds, people, rabbits and furniture. 

Traditionally, origami models should be made without cuts, 
although many very good origami models do employ cutting techniques. 

I would suggest, however, that you try to stick to the traditional 
method as well as you can, 

I would not want you to think that the examples I have mentioned 
are the limits of origami. DO NOT THINK THAT!!! The truth is that 
origemi has an infinite number of folds and models in store. You can 
never run out of models. All that is necessary is to add or subtract 
certain folds from an already created model, producing an entirely 
different one. Thus, origami continuss...forever. 

Up to this point, I have presented origami as a simple art form. 


Beware. Origami is very difficult at first, and information on the 


subject is often scarce. But, if you find an origami - lover, you will 


be able to get all the knowledge you could ever want or need. 


If this article has awakened your interest, and you are serious 


about the subject, I would suggest that you buy the book The Art of Origami. 
This book is excellent for beginners and also has great models for people 
who already have some knowledge of the art. The benefits of this art are 
too great to be passed by. The pride one feels when one creates an ori- 
ginal model is overwhelming. Just finishing a new and very difficult model 
is rewarding, as I'm sure you'll discover if you involve yourself in ori- 
gami. 

I hope that your interest is now aroused, for here is an origami 
model I would like you to try. This is one of the simple models, and ھ8‎ 
sure that you won't have much trouble if you follow the directions. If 
you do have trouble, however, don't be discouraged. I was discouraned 
when I did my first model, but I stuck to it, and today I do that sertain 


model with great ease! Now, relax, concentrate, and follow my instructions. 


A) Use one square sheet of paper. 


B) Follow instructions and diagrams on the next page to make a rabbit. 


Whether or not you finished or even started the rabbit model is not

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rod serling remembered 


A few days before camp started a great writer died. His name 
was Rod Serling and he was best known for the two TV shows which he- 
wrote and hosted. In addition to The Twilight Zone (1959-1964) and 
Night Gallery (1969-1973), he wrote the screenplay for "Planet of -the 
Apes" (1967). 

Serling also produced some lesser known but award-winning TV plays 
such as Playhouse 90 and U.S. Steel Hour. His three most famous 


plays of that time were Patterns, The Rack and Requiem for a Heavy- 


weight, which were all later turned into motion pictures. 


The Rack was about a colonel's son who returns home after the 
war from a P.0.V. camp. He is accused and found guilty of telling se- 
crets to the enemy in exchange for medicine and better eating and sleep- 
ing conditions. His father turns against him, and, despite the efforts 
of his lawyer, he goss to jail. It is a tragic tale. Serling based his 
play on the newspaper headlines from the Korean War. He felt the news- 
paper journalists had a tendency to over-dramatize things. Also, Ser- 
ling fought during World War II and thought that the soilders he fought 
with were very sensitive human beings and not the brave troops they 
were supposed to be. 

Requiem for a Heavyweight was a play that starred Jack Palance 
in the title role. It was about a fighter who turned his back on fame. 
Serling, who was a boxer during World War II, felt that the cliche of 
boxers! being big dumb brutes was familiar enough by then to be con- 
sidered funny. He also felt that boxers ought to be treated and pre- 


sented as human beings. 
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Rod Serling wasn't appreciated as much as he should have 3een. As a 
host on tuo T.V. shous, he seemed to be very different from otner hosts. 
Instead of putting on a comedy act or telling hou scary a snow was going 
to be, he and his shous made a comment on society and the times. 

To most people, Serling was another schlock sci-fi and horror uriter. 
However, I think his early works show his talent as 78 
person uho doesn't appreciate Serling uere to look closer at his TV. enous, 
he or she would realize that his work couldn't be classifiec undera label 
like science-fiction or horror. He-was- a creative individual who. used his 


imagination like no other writer on T.V. had before him. He was fifty yi 


old uhen he died.

Usually, the workshops start off with some sort of warm-up 
involving the body. Following that, Bonnie may give us an exercise, 
an environment we are in, a character we are, how we feel or think, 


‚and then we have to portray that. Sometimes, we do improvisations 


with specific and detailed characters. 

The Actor's Workshop is a fantastic place to experience 
and get to know space, movement, and the stage. It does not focus 
on performing in front of an audience, but rather doing things 
such as improvisations, and some forms of mime that can aid in acting. 

The only time this summer that the Actor's Workshop 
has performed in front of an audience was during Movie-It Night, 
in which gymnastics, mime, clowning, and puppetry also participated. 
People in Actor's Workshop performed scenes between two people 
and on-the-spot improvisations. On that night, they were able to 
use what they had learned from workshops to help them in 
their performance. 

The next Actor's Workshop performance will be a reading of 
"The Little Prince" with emphasis on voice projection and 
emotion. But, the Actor's Workshop doesn't always stay put. On 
Thursday, August 7, they went to Stratford to see Our Town. 
The scenery was very simple, the props limited, ans a lot of 
the action was pantomime.
